Captain General Not as Defiant as 


He Makes Out 


CONDITION DEPLORABLE AND HE 


MAY SUCCUMB TO FATE 


Washington, July 15—Special—There is good reason to 


Relieve that Captain General Blanco is already seeking the 
easiest way out of his present predicament, and will surrend 
er Havana before a fortnight has elapsed. 
The city is in a 


desperate condition. Famine is already there with all its 
horrors, and although the fighting men .have received prefer- 
ence in the distribution of supplies they are half famished and 
in no condition for effective service. All Blanco's efforts to 
inspire his men with enthusiasm are fruitless. 
They know as 


well as he does that they are engaged in a hopeless struggle. 
There are mutterings of discontent and mutiny on every side. 
Blanco has sought to create the impression that the defenses 
of the city are more formidable than they really are. 
In fact 


they can be demolished almost as easily as were those of 
Santiago. 
It is the belief here, based on well authenticated 


advices from Havana, that Blanco will surrender as soon as 
the city is invested by the American army and navy. 
This 


jnay not be until after Porto Rico shall have been occupied, 
but it is confidently expected that before fall. Havana will be 
in possession of the American troops. Blanco's public bra- 
vado is regarded simply as a bluff designed for .effect at 
Madrid.

there are as many men on the streets in uuiform, but their 
arms are'.lacking and they are lounging listlessly about or are 
gathered in groups discussing the situation. Few officers are 
seen. 
When one comes in sight he receives only a perfunc-

BOWER CITY BOY TELLS OF 


. HIS EXPERIENCES. 


Reports 
a Wild 
and Mountainous 


Country—Cubans 
Are But Little 


Help 
to 
the 
American Army 


—Captain of His Company Killed 
In the Santiago Battle. 
Eon. and MM. Hamilton Richard- 


son,of 107 Prospect avenue, are in re- 
ceipt of a letter from tbelr son, Lieut 
L. T. Ulobardaon, dated from Cuban 
aoll on June 28. It la the first writ- 
ten message received hero from Cuba 
alnce tbe breaking out of tbe Ameri- 
can-Spanish war, and Its receipt has 
lifted a heavy load from the mind! of 
local relatives. The letter was flllcd 
with interesting intelligence, ard con- 
veyed the good news that the bravo 
Janesville boy was enjoying' the beat 
of health In spite of tuo fact that tbe 
army accommodations are far from be- 
ing first-clot s. 


Tho Idimllni; In Culm. 


After leaving Tampa, Florida, on 


the transport Motawan. Lieut. Rich- 
ardson and bis company, were brought 
to a standstill off the Cuban coast 
directly in front of Daiquiri, on the 
evening ot June 22. 
The trip took twenty days, owing 


to the fact that they wore delayed la 
Tampa. 
Pleasant weathet marked 


the entire ocean voyage, but owing to 
the poor rationu en route, Lieutenant 
Blchardson, an artist from Frank Les- 
lie's paper, and two other officers man- 
aged to form a little family of their 
own, which resulted la their mossing 
together. On tbe morning of June 23 
orders wore received Aboard '.ho Mat- 
•wan for all to get ready to land, and 
into small boats the men placed them- 
selves. 
Amontr the very first of tbe 
trorps to be put on board were 
tbe regulars from Fort Leavenwortb, 
and near the shore Lieutenant Rich- 
ardson and his company remained on 
guard duty until all were landed. 


Marcli Toward Santiago. 


At 3:80 o'clock OP the atternoon of 


ttift same day the dntlre regiment took 
up ' their march into the interior 
towards Santiago. The country was 
mountainous and wild, and Llenten- 
aiit Bicbardson says that their entire 
surroundings was practically a big 
wilderness, with not even a road 
worth the name. With the thermom- 
eter' registering ninety 
above the 


u>en went through one of the hardest 
marches of their lives. Each man oar- 
vied 
three days' rationr, 
besides 


plenty of extras, every pound of whieh 
made itself felt. 
The ohiof officers 


in this respect, fared no better than 
the imen and in this condition they 
marched till dark, when they made 
camp for the night. 


On the neat dty, June -4, they 


broke camp and again took up their 
march, which resulted in tholr reach- 
ing Hlboney in a less tired condition 
than tbe day before. Here they made 
camp, .finding themselves within bnt a 
abort distance af the Spanish outposts 
guarding the elty of Santiago.

fine marksmanship. Lieut. Richardson 
then goes on to state ' that the First 
and Tenth eavalry, as well aa the 
Bough Rid ere, were tent ahead on 
different roads. .

Spaniards, who fired deadly volleys 
Into their ranks, kiting many. Since 
that battle, Lieut.

How It Occurred. 


Mr. and Mrs. Farrell and their four 


children occupy the dwelling, which 
was a well built, two story affair that 
waa well fnrnlnbed throughout 
Dur- 


ing the past few days Mr. Farrell has 
not been In tbe best of health, and 
last evening about eight o'clock ho 
went to his room on the second floor 
to retire. On a stand that stood near 
one corner of the room set a lamp'and 
eliber from tbe accidental overturning 
of he lamp or its explosion, no doubt 
tbe fire started. Mr. Farrell says that 
aoon after reaching the room bo di - 
covered tbe firr, bnt being so ill at tho 
time he says be dees not remember 
whether or not It exploded. At any 
rate tbe burning oil soon spread to 
different portions of tho room, and In 
an Instant all was a flame. Mrs. Far 
rell at the time was in the barn, near 
by milking, and as at on aa the a'arm 
was given she rushed Into the house 
with a pall of milk In hand, which 
she lost no time in dashing upon the 
flames. Tbe lacteal fluid only seemed 
to add fuel to tbe flames, and soon 
they made tbelr way to every portion 
of the aeoond floor. Dense volumes 
of smcka swept the entire lower por- 
tion of tbe dwelling, making it 1mpos- 
sible for one to enter in the hope of 
saving anything. 


Mr. Farrell by this time had made 


good als escape from the second floor; 
saving only a small portion of the bed 
clothe* whloh he threw from 
the 


window. Neighbors by this time be- 
gan to arrive, but the flames had got 
under such headway that all efforts on 
the parts of those present to put out 
the fire and save the contents of the 
dwelling were of no avail. In two 
hours from the time tbe flames were 
discovered there was not enough left 
of tbe housu from which to construct 
aolgarbox. With the exception of a 
small portion of the furniture and a 
few bedclothes the- entire contents
